NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN. 


French papers to Oct 23d,have been received at N- 
York, Liverpool to the 2th, 


Paris, Oct 20, Mr Livingston, the American Am. 
bassador, had yesterday a long conference with the 
Minister of Fuseigo Affairs. 

London, Oct 20. Their Majesties inspected the ruins 
of the two Houses of Parliament on Saturday. A 
Privy Council was held to day fur the purpose of en- 
tering into a full examination of all the circumstances 
connected with its origin. No one connected with 
the public press was present, and the only person al 
luwed to take notes was Mr Gurney,the stenographer 
—it being the intention of Government that the pro- 
ceedings shall not be made public until the iuvestigs- 
tion is brought to a close. We understand, however, 
that the fire arose from any thing but an accidenul 
cause. It is finally determined to. prorogue Parlie- 
ment on Thursday, in one of the Committee rooms of 
the Lords which has escaped uninjured.

The army was eo well disposed (o- 
wards the present state of the Government, that not 
the slightest apprehension of disaffection existed, 
shoald Don Miguel make the rash nttempt again to en- 
ter thecountry. The hiurves: had been aburd nt. 
Dest ructive Fires. The Frankfort Post Amt, Ga- 
zette has the following of the 19th from Falkenstein, 
a town of Germany,ia the upper Rhine ;— Yesterday 
a fire broke out at Averbach, in Saxton Voigtland by 
which in the course of six hours, almost the entire 
town was laid in ashes. Among the houses destroyed 
were several large and fine buildings, besides the 
Church, the Parsonage, the Schoo! house, the Town- 
hall, the Post Office, and the residences of the Public 
Aathorities, The number of houses burat is about 
200, and it is calculated that 2,000 persons are suffer- 
ers by this calamitous event. 


The Presbarg Gazette states that on the 3d_ inst, s 
destructive fire broke out at Edembourg in Iungary, 
attended with the most disastrcus consequences. 

An Antwerp Journal has the following ;—‘ Doctor 
Francia, who has governed the Paraguay since the 
emancipation of Spanish America, has, al the age ot 
sizty five years,just married the daughter of a French 
Merchant, M. Darand, jan, of Bayonne. By the 
marriage contract the young bride is to succeed tothe 
political authority of her husband, in case he should 
die with out direct and lawful heir. A French lady 
therefore, may possibly at some future period govern 
one of the first countries of South America. 
Trexespovs Coxrtaoratios. Smyrna pa 
bring information of a terrible confla;ration whi 
took place on the night of the 6th Sept at Aidin, a 
c:ty of Asia. Minor, Desolation reigns at Aidin (says 
the paper) in consequence of an awful conflagration, 
which has. destrnyed the hozg:ars of the town and 
plunged a grent part of its commercial and business 
population into the deepest mivery. This deplorable 
event took place last Saturday, Gth inst. The fire 
canght by accident, in a barber's shop, during the 
night, near Yacaub pacha-Kahn, and notwithstandi 
the calmness of the atmosphere, it spread with incred- 
ible_rapidity and fury. All the bazaars, the neigh- 
boring houses, eighteen Grand Khans, one of ther 
built of stone, ond a prodigious quantity merchandize, 
fell a prey to the flames. Several persons perished in 
the Conflagration, including four Aleppoans, who 
were in a khan with their merchandise, and could 
not be induced to leave it, by persnasinns or entrea- 
ties. The fire, which commenced at midnight, con- 
tinued to rage until after 7 in the morning, when it 
was arrested by a small river. which separated the 
dwellings fiom the bataars: and to this circumstance, 
without doubt, is to be attributed the. preservation of 
the remainder of the.town. 

It. ie impossible at present to form any accurate rs 
timate of the damage occasioned by this terrible ea · 
tastrephe, but it amounts to several millions—whieh 
is not surprising when it is considered that ten tou- 
sand were reduced te ashes with the greater pert 
of the merchandise they enntained. The commerce 
of Aidin is ruined, and without the hope of evet 
being restored, unless the Grand Svignior comes io 
its relief.—Jour Com.
